ther the Letter were pzeſented him from his Unckle, oz 
that it were but the flying fancy of ſame dzeametbut pers 
cetuinge tf tobe true in diede , and no zeceininge denics 
that beguiled him,h& wept ſo bifterly,as a man may im

;7'-& bus: 15 Naxbonus now in vienze agatne,, free from 
the.checkes of any, andcleare of the penalties done to his 
creditours: wherehee furnethouer bis time, and accoms 
panicth ſome of equall diſpoſifion fo his owne , andſome 
confraryhis callinge, yet ſome flatterers, ſome foyſters, 
{ome coggers, ſome caucilers,(ome b:ablers,ſome b2aws 
lers , ſome diſſlemblers ,foine daungerous , ſome Cafers 
pillors . fome-courteous.; ſome faithfall , ſome faithteſſe, 
ſome honefily diſpoſed , ſome-maliciouſly minded., ſome 
ſurefrends,ſome rancke rebels; There reſo:ted to _o__ 
as well the P2oane, as the Bo : as well the Spider , as 
the Flie : as well the Byte , as the Doug: but Narbonus 
had learned his ſtop Galiarde, and could as ſatiably ſoth, 
as ſoberly ſolace, fo2 he payd fo2 his pzactiſe; and lent lis 
terally , foz ſmall-vſury ; Among the reſt of the fragrant 
flowers and ſweet Uijolcts that folowed Narbonus,and ace 
companitedhim alwaies: there was a Gentleman named 
Phemocles; of bebauiour;horef,and of grace grateful;foz 
Parentage oneof the beſt,auafoz wit ſufficiently ſto2ed:; 
with tpuinge well furnied,and with god qualities very 
well iadned: Theſe two Ponths grew into acquaintance 
and familtarity , and ſo infolykinge.an?.louc ; and from 
woll tinge to fuch.amitp, and confederacy of fidelity, as 
thep.mificdaot one. daye where there was not ſome graz 
bo tation 03; Aliler \FUFGE of fidclity demonſtrated from 
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atiaing doth freupe: by vs, aud: baw- many bays on our 
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eache toother. Dn-atime taking theholeſomayze, £wal- 
king inp wilde felds, wherenotfomuch ag aiuth ſhould 
be partaker of their p2aiecs, oz bird beacquainted with

Heartcan wiſh, oz pour ſelfe'deſire : And if Damon were 
faithfull'to Pithyas: if Lepidus to Lzlius: if Pilades to O- 
reſtes: Jnlike manner ſhal Nacbonus be faithfull to Phe- 
mocles, while life doth laſt,and til death ſeperate our two 
bodies: in pawne of which pledge , J can gage you no o- 
ther biting handin the habite of mp harte, and were my 
harto franckly to be offered,as niy hand readptoberen- 
d2ed, it ſhould be as bountifally pawned, as I hane duti- 
fully demonſtrated. 


Phemocics longe expected this maidenly motion, and 
bharkened a great while foz that pzeached Sermon : and 
af that very inffant had reſolued-him ſelfe, to haue made 
 fThepaice, if hee had not bidden ſo faire fo2 the bargaine : 


but bis determination bare alwayes this _—_— 
tha 
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the pice, eaſier then to ſet ſale in a Parket,to whom bee 
repaide this reſolution, and gratefully requited with this 
courteous Longe. 
Sir Narbonus, you made the demaunde , atid Jam fs 
Teply an anſwere: which had you not aſked ince we mads 
our mectinge , J ſhould have requeſted befoze our depar- 
fing: pour infkractions are ſo comfoztable , and pour mes 
ditacions ſo medicinable , as Jmay neither leane tbeone 
n02 fo2ſake the other : your perfec appzobations by erpe- 
rience of your bought witfe , and my wiſedome vbapayed 
fo2, voeſerue foz a »20fitable pzerogatiue , foz ſoſimple a 
Sophilk, as hath neither learned his rales of Rethozick, 
no2 diſconered his carde of Collufion ; our Towne in. dev 
is ſo fraughted with a frontire of fales, folarded with 
lubbers of the lateitie, ſo-tapitred with ſhiftinge haues 
 linges, and noſegay Nunnes, anv ſo powdzed with pick» 
thankes/in their publique pzofeſlion , that when a man 
thinketh hee hath God by the hande, he bath the Diuecll 
by the heefe. Mhus weline like the birde that is nourt- 
hed vador the Crocadiles mouth , when we thinke our - 
ſelues moſt ſure , then in depeſt daunger: and when our 
ffate moſt ſfaive , thea molt tickle : As foz you that haue 
felt the hand of Hercules , may eaſily indurea tacke with 
atwigge, but Phemocles whoſe phiſicke hath no nee fs 
be tried by purgations,noz certainfie,pzoued by any mas 
- nerofſubfiltie, is ſo tied fo your fruſtineſſe, and bound 
fo your boſome. that diſfill him what dzench pou will, and 
be ts content to dzinke if, 02 p2ove him by whatimeanes 
pou liſt, andhe is willing to abide it : andfbis towne res 
tapneth Docto2s phiſicall, and Phiſitions crumenicall, 
the one fo2 the bodily paine, the other fo2 the purſely 
pleaſure, wherof though you wanted not in Wreeenverge> 
pet we will auoide them in Verna: my p2ofe is no p2tuts 
ledge, and my.knowlege without pzactiſe,the one Jlears 
- ned but a little,and the other I bhaue it by bereſay. To ac-

Againe, others make an onfward 
Mew, when they meane nothing leſſe; foz my part, your

that wozkes without the wiles of craftie coniurations, 
and deales without the connſatle of any fine Southſayer: 
And as your friendly faith is federated without any ſpot 
of infamie:your dealings, without deſarts cf my doings: 
your aleageances , without my alurements:your perfect 
p;omiſes, without my painefullperfourmances:ſo as far 
as my rules will reach, and my mind mote me,mp fideli- 
tie ſhail ſhew my fancie:my triall halt pzonounce me no: 
KTLraytour :my faith bnfallified , ſhall manifef me no o- 
ther,than a trnfty Froylus : though J ſoare bigb, yet will 
not J pzoue haggardlike,but ſteupe to the lure of ttaltie, 
to the very feete of your conrtefie ; butto baunt ofa mans 
doings is varleflike, and to boaſt bzauelie, in faining to 
be friendly, is foliſh faith without any figne of fernen- 
sic,anda:coyning of curioſitie, withfhew of littte per702- 
mance as may be:hut yet thinke not that I can eyther lic:

uenly motions, oz filted with angelicall contemplations, 
were dzawne from carthly thoughts, and called from fer 
reſtriall cogitations,into the heanenty harbour of al haps 
pineſe, o2 the pziuate Paradiſe of moſt deynfie deuiſes. 
ut hauing put on their fozmer perpleritie, anddigeſted 
tholc pleaſant d2ugges, they were he loaarmed with as 
m920ous amplifications, and ſo dzowned in their fa2zmer 


p2eambulations, as metancholies fo2 a feaſon was vtters 
tye abvliſhed, and all bitter heautnefſe vantſhed out of 
tyetr fomackes,and their thoughts dzopped withhonny, 
"that earſt were go2ged with gall: Thus fared it with our 
two friends, and thus ſwamme they in their ſecure ſafes 
ties : Nacbonus woulde not haue changed his choyce, 02 
ſought ſuch anofher friend, to gaine ſo much godes as he 
befoze fozfaited, o2 to finde moe tewels, than his backe 
would beare; As foz Phemocles, his cafe better liked him, 
than if he ſhould-haue gayned all the wealthiof Creſſus, oz 
had all the paſſing pearles of Arabia, 
— Narbonus came to his Chamber after his fozmer fas 
ton, and olde accuſtomed manner, thjnking to trie the 
Ecings of hts louing Lute, oz fo fill his eares with Jus 
ficke as hc had done, but his hearte- hopped ſo without a. 
Parp, and daficed in delights without a Buſition,as if he 
bad then bin maried with ſome dayntie delights, 02 vſing 
fomething foz hts felicifie,the greateft in the wo2zid, 
\ Phemodes departedalſoto his ately ſtacion,oz earth» 
ly-manſion: where in ſtead of reſt, he was receaued with 
retopling : and fo; hts bed and boulfer , the tate battaile 
£fthetr unbzacinges bounced ſo in his bzaings,and trou- 
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bled ſo his foyiſh thouahtes, as hee teſted of his iop to him 
ſeife,and laughed with inward luſt of his happy felucity; 
ifthe one were daunted with ineſtimable defires , and 
downed in the dewe of tereſtriall trtumphes ; the other 
was fatted with the fruiftton of his fantadies , 4 aboliihed 
the beauty of all other bzaueries, bathing himſelfein the 
beatitude of that p2ofrated picture , and ſeemely Saint : 
which though hee bare it notin his ſhining thteſye,yet he 
ware if in the wombe of his harte, and kept it inas p3i- 
nily as a Jewell of great pzice * Who can beſt ſape foz o- 
thers fafety, and beff pzatſe others perfection, ſpareth 
not foz ſpeaking, neither farieth fozintreating : and the 
Mmo2ze toangmet their antiquity of amity, and polong the 
legth of thetr loyalty , they were nof encry houre in their 
D2atozies , noz euery mozninge in their metinges, not 
every day intheir daunces,no2 alwates tn their daliaun- 
ces : foz whohath notthe faculty of this facility 2 oz who 
not the knowledge of this plaine miſery , that a litle ab- 
ſence maketh a depe defire,and the reſtraining of beeing 
fogeather, makcth the metinge moze toyfull ? fo2 they ſo 
tempered their aftections,and ſo dyeted their deſires, thaf 
every metinge was as gainefultas the firſt, andenery 
greeting as benificialt as the frontire of thetr felicity : 3f 
they met, it was by mere chaunce , and they nener popns 
ted any time of parlyance : their departure was with 
yapnefull pzofeſtations, and their encountering with as 
miable afftances:they toke their leaues, as if they ſhould 
hauc left their tines, where at their next meeting, their 
hearts hopped like the carefull Capfaine comming home 
with conqueff, o2 retoyſed like him that had eſcaped the 
hands of his enimies:fo2, is the extremitre of the paſſion 
of the Citizen comparable the vnſpeakeable retoyſing of 
the Souldicurezno fruft me,fo2 the toy of the one ts at all 
times alike, and not greater this day,than the mozow fo- 
lowing, alwaypes without danger ofdeath,and ener with-' 
ent loſe of lining : but the other haning eſcaped the ſcots 
Fg, 02 bidden-the bzunt, retarneth with triumph, furs 
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thered with feticity, reniued(as if were)from the graues 
therfoze reioyceth without meaſure , and bis gladnes as 
nuch as may be thought . But fo2tune diſdayning their 
happy felicitie , and enujous at their pzoſperous pzocees 
dinges, murmuring at the maltitude of their mirth, and 
hating their heauenly happines: frowring af the godnes 
of their glavneſſe, and hauinge in contempt the depth of 
their dcſaſters, cauſed their ſeperation by a quicke diſ- 
patch,and pzouided their departures ſo ſodainly,as might 
be , found a meanes fo put the one far enough from the 
other,and had a deuice to make them part company, imas 
gineda craft to make a daungerous difſkance of their mers 
ry metinges , and intuented a dzifte to dzowne their dos 
ing foz a time: And no maruatle if it were ſo , foz what 
is otherwiſe 7? is not the flowze to day finely flouriſhing 2 
fo mozrow ſtamped vnder fete 7 the tre in ſommer freſh 
and greene , in winfer naked , and bitfen wifth.froſt 2 the 
Part with his haughty hoznes,fat and faire, ſhoztly after 
colde and ready to fferue ; the man that fo day bounceth 
in bzayery,to mozrow marcheth in the vale of miſery; do 
we not commonly lee the ſtout tyzant to day perſecuting, 
fo mozrow to ſtand to the mercy of his inferiours ? to day 
in Foztunes lap, ts mozrow in the mire of miſery ? Wee 
baue but two chaunces,and both wee cannof iniop togeas 
ther , good , 02 euill ; bappy , o2 vnfoztunate : bleſſey, og 
curſed ; wiſedome ſhould eyther ſhew vs thus much, oz 
reaſon rule vs to vnderſtand this ſecrecy: to day we haue, 
to mo20w we had: today men,fo mozrow lumps of earth: 
to day in the bighelt habitacion of felicity, to mozow in þ 
loweſt Cncke of aduerſity : the infant vyeth,the olde folg 
taricth fil : the grene graſſe withereth , the foughe olde 
tre abideth fill in his place : as comonly goeth the little 
Lambe to the flayghter,as the olde Dre to th butchery:let 
vs not þe decetued with the matability of the one,no2 bes 
cuiled with p vncerfainty of the other : after the vacoms 
foztable night, comes the cleare dap : after wallowinge 
waucs, and ſturdy ſtozmes, quiet caltnes, x ſweet gales;

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after tedious fravailes, temperate taſtes : after miſcro, 
mirth : after Pelancholy, melody : after bitter bale, bliſ- 
full beatitude : as we tannot inioy both, ſo muſt we pers 
fozce want one : ctir ltncked louers, whoſe fancies were 
their fade; whoſe delightes their deſires ;whole wiſhes 
their welfare : whoſe joy was the greate[t : 4 whoſe gra- 
uity the leaft : ſwam al this while in the ſeas of ſecurity, 
E marched in the frontire offelicitie, were fozced to flp the 
flv of their confederacy , and reſigne the banners of ſo- 
ciety, to time the only meanes to enioy their aunctent a- 
mity, + to finde out the happines of their fozmer felicitic; 
they had al this while taſted the apple,but not touched the 
rinde, crackt the nut foz the carncll, but let fall the ſhell;

tmagined ; to whom findinge af conuentent leyſure, and

The god man his Father all the fime of this freatiſe, 
e the ſaping of this @ermon , ſfode liftining fo the lure 
of this trained franelſcr, and hearkening diligentlye to 
that which he had ſpoken ; and when he had ended this 
bis Dzatozie, and declared the effect of his treaning, his 
Father granted foz his refurne, the choyce to be tn hims 
ſcife, and that gained which he went foz, to come lo ſoone 
as he would: foztifping therefoze himſelfe againtt all the 
furics of his fancte, he put on the armour of fozgetful- 
nefle, and ſo marched vnder Capfayne Concencus, not ſo 
well pleaſed as hee wonld haue wiſhed, ns2 ſo ſarely ea- 
ſed, as he wonlde haue deſired, Vis fatber foz his ſpedie 
diſpatche pzepared everte particular thing foz fo confra- 
rie a iourney , and alt neccfſaries whatſoever foz his 
ſpediec diſpatche : : but amongft other extraozdinaries, 
bis friende Narbonus, had he knowen how, oz by whaC 
meanes, he would gladly have put htm into his pozftmans 
tue , oz truſſed him vp in his pockef, Buf,alas, this tours 
ney was ſoſoone copped vp, t p2ouided with ſuch haik, 
 agnot (0 much lexſure was at 0; ſo much time yarns 
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as fo cue afriendly farewell,o2 bid adue from one fo the 
other, whiche no doubt was great grefe to their gailed 
conſciences, and a heaute burthen foz them equally fo 
beare; foz Narbonus was at that bnfoztunate time ont of 
the Zowne fodiſpatch ſome buſineſſe fo2 his Uinckle, the 
grater his griefe, the moze the others ſozow:and Phemo- 
cles when he was taking his hozſe, and enen vpon going 
wentfo take leane of his ſecond tife, and fo gine the fares 
well fo bis dere freende, but he was quite beſivethe cuſs 
ſhion,and hts expectation was fruffrate, which encreaſed 
bis tolytic ltke the panges of deatb, + rentued his ſpirits, 
as if hce ſhonldhaue recetned his laſt reward; foz he was 
now on hozſebacke,t had taktleaueof his Father, thers 
foe towzite would but b2ede ſome ſuſpicion in his Fas 
thers telous head, and foimpozte his meſſage to any, hee 
imagined was buf a denice of ſmall cerfainfy: therfoze 
reſolued him ſelfe to defer that determination, andTfeys 
his waitinge tilt time would better ſerue,andplace mbz8 
fit to vſe his p2actiſe: hee therfoze departed ſmally ſatiC 
fied,andas yll contented, 

Now 1s Phemocles tn his wide-ftudy, as bzoad as the 
bigh way to Nep/es. greatly troubled with the leauinge of 
bis new faithfull frend, and then the departure from his 
Father froubled him ſomwhat: the was he not vnmindes 
Full of his olde acquainfaunce,, and of the reſivue of his 
kinſfolkes:; now hee thinketh on the bzanery of Naples, 
and then of the comly Curtizanes he ſhoild behold there + 
then of their rifch apparreil,and ſoof their painfed pzydez 
now of the pſages of their Clergy, and then of the o2ders 
of the Latcatie : nowof: the time hee ſhould gaine his ſtys 
dy, which as bee fhonght would be buf halfe a yeare, then 
of his rcfurne how hee ſhould bee receiued home againe 2 
Theſe contagious croffe cares afflicted his fancy, yet caus 
ſedthe way to ſceme ſomwhat ſhozter : andafter fhis bis 
painefuli Pilgrimage, hee ariued at Nepler: the place hee 
ſolonac defired , where bee found the inſtructions of his 
#Uver tobe nothinge adache netthcr was he decetued 


ut - 
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in his owne imagination: fo, the opadty walles Wi 
him into a great admiration at Naples : then the wzought 
windowes, whereout he might beholve a flirfing fſnig 
ſinging to hir Citherne : then the bzanerte of their appa- 
rell, which was ſo farre vnlike his attire:then be marked 
the deuoutries of their deuofion,and then their bzate ers 
erciſes foz recreation :almoft raniſhed with theſe ſabtilt - 
ſightes,and welnigh fozgetting the effect of his comming, 
vet framed he in the ende his fangled fancie to beate his 
bzaynes about his buſineſle, fo which he hadfaken fo tov 
dious frauell,and wandzed ſath a weerie way. © 

' Narbonus at his returning home, after the diſpatch of* 
his buſtneCe,and being enfourmed of the Fired re deparys - 
fure of Phemocles,and his haſty voyage the which he was 
gone, was ſtricken info ſuch a damp, and moued ſo with 
melancholie, as be ſ&emed dzowned from any delightes, 
and ertiled from all pleaſant conceyfes: firlk he recozdep 
fo himſelfc the ingratitude of his friend, and the ſmall 
regard he had fo participate if vnfo him, that he wonlde 
ſeme fo depart without taking leaue in his owne perſon, 
02 not ſo much as manifeſt it by ſome ragged letter : then 
againe callingfo remembzance the obedience towarves 
bis father, and that it behonedhim fo do-1o1efe:thanthat 
be was af his Unckles houſe to ſeke him, but could not 
beare of him, he let fail that fancie, and enfertained atio- 
ther in the place thereof; then his owne l[hap'/frotubley 
Him, foz his vnfo2tunate being out of ff, Towns: thei 
this greened him that ſo fooliſhly hehad put away allthis 
olve friendes, to enferteyne him a ſfranger, but thei 
th2oughly acquainted, and ſo ſoone to ſtartaway;theſe 
pernerſe cogitations, ſo troubled him, and his owne con- 
trarie imaginations ſo begiled him,as he fared not ſo wel 
as he might hane done,no2 liked ſo vel of thematter,but 
that his inward grefes appeared byhis onfwardſhiwes: 
Which his Unckle perceyuing not only by his doings, but 
alſo by other manifelf ſignes, who loued him ſo deerelie, 


and hay bis vary in fo nreay honour, yet not knowing to 
I _ rem 
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remedy his maladie,oz what dzfch to giue him fo2 his dif- 
eale, buf vſed many ſwete wazd 3,4 faire motions, to vns 
derſtand þ cffect of his heauines,o2 Pp mnaner of his grefe; 
but he pzeuatled fo much ti his parpoſe,x gained as much 
by his enquiring, as if be Chonld haue loked foz ſome fas 
amousacte ofa dead ma,oz beard ſome ſwete ſayings p20- 
cede fozth of the mouth of anew bozne infant, which grees

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kermoſt of yoar power : you do but your dutie, and falfiil 
but your calling:and in dbing that your datte, you depart 
not vnrewarded with conrteſte : whoſe fatherly affection 
is ſo great, and whoſe comfozfable care ſo manifeſt, as to 
ſe you ds otherwiſe than well , oz miſcarrie by what 
meanes ſocuer, wonld neither comfozt his conſcience,noz 
like his fancie, but be as pzetudictall fo his perſon, as ſos 
rowfull to your ſafetic. 

Mhus paſſed they their paſſance, and woze out the wes 
ric way with thele pleaſant diſcourſes, & pzettie.poſies, 
where aftcr their tedions toyle,thep came to their Jnne, 
where Phemocles conlde neither eate meate fo2 top, noz 
fepe inhis bedde foz the pteaſure he cocetued of his fras 
uell. Thus be ſwamme in ſecnritie, and ſapled (as he 
thought)in ſafetie,but how much was he wide ? and how 
farre from his purpoſr?the matne Dea was betwirt bis 
frend and bim,and Narbonus as much diſtant from hin, 
as when he was in Nap/es, that painefull paſſage, and 
that long rutte, which was tedious in length, and danges 
rous tn tranell. 

Phemocles now af the ende of his journey, and hauing 
the fall view of the Countrey, ariued very wel at Vienna. 
E in god fime,as he thought,haſted fo his Fathers houle, 
and ffayed not in any place fill he came there, whome hee 
found buſted about matters of his owne eſfate, and tris 
fling with thoſe ſmall things he had to do, where after 
obedience y&elded to his Father, and his duty fully pers 
fourmed, be as topfully welcomed him home, x as grates 
fully receyued him, as he willingly wilbed, oz hartelis 
required: who queſtioned with him of diuers matters, 
touching the eſtate of the Conntrey , and enquired by 
what ozvers their Townes wcre gonerned, then how 
be hadde ſpente his fime, and ſo, foz the attepning of his 
9 hanmoatyg wherein he founde him ſo well pzofited, and 
that his time ſo well ſpent, as his Father was very toys 
fult of his time of abſence, and not a littie gadde of his 


ſafe returne. 
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.- Afterward,they ſate downe fo dinner,and fed'on fuck 
fare as there was p2zonided : which ended,and the Table 
taken away,Phemocles thought to find out his frienv,and 
could not tarrie longer befoze he ſpake with btn, wente 
to the houſe of his Unckle to enqutre foz himn,and founde 
there the houſe,but the man was gone:there he enquired 
fo2 Narbonus, and whether he were within 2 his Tnckle 
anſwered,he was neyther in hts houſe,noz2 yet in Germ. 
»/e,then be ſhewed him the manner of his departure,and 
vpon what occaſion. 
Phemocles ſemed with this tale not greatly diſcotefed, 
no2 deepely diſpleaſed,buf diſſembled hits griefe, © conceas 
tedhis ſozow ; then repairing to his fathers houſe,# com- 
ming into it, whome he found reavte fo2 ſupper, and p2e- 
pared fo ſitte downe ; But how coulde he feede 2 02 what 
meate could he eatezfoz he had alreadie taken that which 
be knewe nof how fo put ouer, and heard that with his 
eares, which he knew not how to diſgeſt with his hearf, 
Supper ended, he bade farewell fo all, & gaue.good night 
to his Father, he went to his Chamber, but not to leepe, 
and into his bedde, buf not fo reſt : laide in his carcfull 
couche, and d2owned 1a bis ſoft bedde, he poured foozth: 
_ theſe complainfes,and bffered theſe wozds. 

And art thou gone indeede Narbonus ? and was thy de-

ted his ariuall info that miſerable Conntrey, recounting 
vnto him the mere miſery that hee was like fo come too:

him thankes foz his co:rtefie, and gratefulneſſe fo; bis

Thus they departed, and Narbonus was befter: con 
kented with that little fuinme, than, if'befoze he had got- 
fententimes the value : but the quanititie x48 fo tmall, 
that the ioy could not laſt 'tong + foz fs a Candle confu- 
meth to nothing, oz as the deaw dzieth bp withthe heate 
of the Dtinne : as the ware melteth befoze the fire,oz the

robbing Nich a Caſtell ; b&re pulling downe aCloiſter, 
and there h2eaking into an Abbey: ſome toke the Couns 
treymen t frizndes, , and to2mented them, fo cauſe. 
the confeſle their;money : ſome with their Snaphannces 
and firclockes | opened the vices, and put their thumbes 
therein, till the bloud came out at the endes, oz fill thoy 
were ſo thirine { as.a paper;and ſome they banged by their 


member fo-make bene canfeſſe : ſome they toke.and 
barigehs fi ul they were: alt dead, arid ſame they bound

NackPaus at this: nentle offer. made no denyill, buf 
_ farte vp 3nd wente alange-with them : the firſt day thep 
 Fpent,ayud-got-inſt nothinge: the ſecond day p2onued as bes 
- nificiall as the firſt : the thirde night they came to a litfle 

Caſtle, where they went in'to take vp their lodginge , foz 
that they ſawe the place:to bee ttronge , and likely thers 
Thould bee ſome thinge: within it : lokinge in enery hole, 
_ andranſacking euery:cozner,they hapt into a pigges ffie, 
92 aſwines houſe,where they found ſire younge ſuckings 
Pigges, but the damme was not there , which they imas 
gined was taken away not long befoze,o? that ſame very 
day : heare they made agreatfealt, and here was greate 
cheare p2outdinge , but there was not one amongſt thent 
that was a cunninge-Coke, oz not any that could well 
d2efſe this meate, but left almoſt halfe the haire ſtickings 
on their backes, and rofſted them (ſo yll , that Narbonus by 
the ſpace of th2ze Bonethes after,felte no other ſaucur as. 
bee thought but thoſe ſtinkinge pigges, and all the meate 


that yee cate as we SRO © taſted of them ; the dap fols 
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29 
lowinge they returned OE. ;\artd:haffed to the 
Campe,yet they could not make ſuch hafte,but they were 
benigbted , noz goe fo faſt but thati they were veiguileo + 
Lhecfozeeſpying a faire Caffle, anda good place tolodge 
in, they went into it, and fhere tooke vp their lodginge : 
they (hut the dmzes cloſe: to-them;, and makings a cteatt 
fire layed them downe to ſleeps ;Natborius was veryWel 
warmed, but iyked not his.bed't hee therefoze' got to the 
fop ofa Capbo2de ſtandinge hard bye , and there touched 
himſelfe : beeing ſound a fle@pe , about midnight hee turs 
ned £6 the other ſide. Jt happened his Pellet purſe wag 
open, yet tyedfalt to bis Girdle ; and when hee had fur» 
ned him lelfe , his Bullettes all dzopped out ;/and fell all 
ſcatteringe on the floure : which beeinge bourded,and the 
place wherc hee laxe farre from the ground, they made 
ſiche a; nopſe, and. ſo great a clatferinge,as-if twentie 
Gunnes had beene diſcharged one aftcr an other : The 
company that laye by the fire »'beeinge ſomdonflepe, 
ſfarte bp ſo ſodaynely\,.as if they had-beene allayled by 
the enemy : crytngeout., 'weeare betrayed, wee are bez 
frayed, 
- Narbomns ſound a lepe,and farting bp fo take» bispaece 
fell downe from the Cupbourde, and niade ſuch a noyſe 
with the fall;as if the wall had beene'bzoken downe vpon 
them, oz-if one ofthe. Chambers-had fallen, and with 
fcare had litle hurte, butiwas amazed with thefright:but 
th2 company ran ſome one way, & foine an other ; fome 
tumblinge ouer their fellowes, and ſome knockinge their 
thtanes fea the poſtes:; ſome-ranne tothe dwzes,and 
others. pulled. out their Rapiers : ſome ſought fo fire to 
tiabt their Patches , and ſome not fhzoughly waked ran 
they knew: not whether :\gme-quaked ,/4fome quinered: 
ſome had fozaotten where they had: beſtowed their firrnty 
ture; and fome badloft their Gunnes : Jn the ende one 
bad lighteda ware candls, which was found in a Churche 
w" day belozo. * 
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_. . +» Narbonws; who,perceiued the cauſe of this ſodaine bps 
roare, and knew fbe enente ofall this matfer, fellfo pers 
Cwading them, and ſhewing them the occaſionof this ſos 

daine noyſe , ſome beleeued him , and others denyed it + 

then takinge the Candle , and ſhewinge them the place 

where hee fell, and the Bullettes not vet taken vp, they 
belegued that which was fo. manifeſt , and doubted not of 
the matter-when they ſawe the truth 'befoze their faces: 

When all was pacified,and cuery thinge quiet, they fell 

ina great laughter toſee their owne folly, andieſfed out 

the matter merily : foz Narbogus was tin all the faulte, 
and hee had taken the greateſt hurte : afterwardes they 
lept ſoundly till tt was day light , and were not troablev 
with any moe ſuch falſe alaromes : ſo ſwne as if was day, 
and that the ſunne began fo ſhine, they marched fowards 
the Campe,and came hotne in good ftime,but their gaines 
were cmall,ſauing they had filled their hungry paunches:; 
| Not long after, Narbonus wentefoo2th agayne ; beeinge 
requeſted by ſome his freendeg, who'was betfercontens 

ted togoe abzoade., then toſfay.fferunge m the Campe 2 

where they trauailed all the day,but found inſt nothinge: 

When 1t. dzpwe fowardes night ;:they-appzoched to a 

Caſtell not farre from. them, which they thought a coms 

modious;place foz them to lodge in,andigood fb2.their purs 

poſe: - This-Caftell-was Poated , andin the Dikes they 
found very good: Fiſh ;-and findinge Nettes inthe houſe, 

they dzew great plentie out of the Boate : beeing buſted 
about the dzeſſing of this fiſh, and wearied with their tra- 
naile beefoge : if grew. late inthe envceninge , and by their 
imagination about tenne of the clocke : Jt happened the 
night becfoze., there lodged other in the ſame place as 
bout the number of foztye ,andaltof their owne Campe, 
who repaired thither , thinkinge fo lodge as beefoze : 
they hadlefte a Gate open, and this company came in- 
fo the Court: where, perceyuinge great lightes within 
the houſe, knew not what to imagine :.one percetued 
| Foem that was WAR the houle , and ſhot a peece ouer

them, af the viſcharging, whereof, a al "a pi 
; cloſe;Comming into the Court, they Gutte the gate after 
them,and left one of their company without, who romed 
bp and downe be knew not whither : they within the 
houſe concluded to put out all the lightes, and to gor out 
cloſely at a backe gate. 
There left they tbeir Fiſh hanging oner the fire, and 
wente cloſelte out at a poſterne gate, where hard by the 
houſe they layde them ſelues cloſe in ambuſh , mea- 
an to ſette vpon them at avduantage when they came 
@wz2t 
Lying thus cloſely that they could not be perceyued, 
the fellow ranning vp anddowne, came iuff amongſt 
them where they lay: which perceyued by one of the coms 
pante, ranne fowards him , ſaying, Renders vou viliaco, 
The fellow amazed , and thinking of no (uche matter, 
velded himſelfe, thinking he ſhould die no other death; - 
whome after they had.longeramined, founde. bum-tobee 
one oftheir owne Camp, who-told them the whole mat- 
ter, and how thoſe within were of their owne-compas 
nie ; then went they all in, and feaſted themſelues with 
the Fiſh that hungouer the fire. 
The day following ., they marchey all towardes the 
Camp, where they founde ſmallche@re, and wozſe lod- 
ging, Not long after, Narbonus gote a paſpozt of his Cap- 
taine, foz bimſelfe, and other companie: the firſte day 
they loft thetr labour, but foz a littie.roften fruite that 
hung vpon the tres, the nert day they came into-a Uil- 
lage, where they founde two Calues, which they made 
readie, and thought to make ged ch&re- withall , but 
their meate was not halfe rolted, no2 their feaſt begun, 
' whenone of theic compante cſpyed by- chance a greate 
number at the Townes-cnde, which he thought. were 
the Enimies, hes therefoze ranne in, and tolde 1f to his 
companie , ſome toke .yc ſpittes with the meate on 
them, and went a god ſpace befoze them: the other. cams 
ſomething behinde , meaning fo fight , if the enimie . 
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followed, but they were but alittle out of the Towne; 
when they ſaw the other hard at their holes. 

"Pere beganne a p:etfie Skirmilhe , and the ſnps 
poſed enimies were balfe ſo many agayne as the os 
ther: they therefoze purſued hotclye , and the. os 
ther maintepned ſtill their Shotte , marching on as 
pace : thus they followed by the ſpace of two miles, 
till in the ende they reconered a Wodde, which pers 
ceyued of the ofhers , they refired backe , and this 
god companye hadde no hurte, but one man ſhotte info 
the legge, whiche was without danger : there they roy 
Ned their meate againe , and there ended their 25an- 
quet. 

The nerfe daye repairitige fowardes the Campe, 
they palled thzough-a Wodde , and as they wente a 
{ong, they percepued ſome companye : then one dif- 
charged a Peece , fo knowe 'whether they were the 
Enimies, oz not + then repairinge the one companye 
nere the other , there beganne a hofe Skirmiſhe, 
and continued a certayne ſpace : they hadde the tres 
fo defends them, and-ſo fonghte-a long ſpace, withoute 
any ſlaine: in the ende, there was a P2iſoner faken, 
and they- tikewiſe bad faken one, whiche examined, 
they were fonunde fo bee freendes, then they leffe off 
with hurfe on eyther ſide , and lauſhed well at the 
matter. 
 Afferwards they departed to the Camp, and Narbonus 
neuer affer went abzoade, fo2 he grew ſhoztly ſo ſicke, 
as he donbfed greatly his reconerie : which his Captaine 
ſeing, and ſaſpecting-that h& could not live, was cons 
fent fo lef him goe home, if hee wonld, foz that there 
went a great number beſides himſelf? very ficke , and 
marunellous weake : he made no refuſall, but beparfed 
faraight fowardes the Sea : Yhen b# came there, the. 
Shippe was alreavte p2ouided foz the ficke Douldto | 


ures, and h& was appoynted one amongſt them : and 
Teing the companie , lone ficke of the Plague , and os 
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thers the ſozes. running,on. them , thought . with him- 
ſelfe.that thoſe ſmelles .woulpg ;kill .bim ,.. and if; bee 


went with them, he coulde'notiliug till he camp.to V& 
enna: therefoze determined rather tg.die there, thants 
enve hys Iyfe amongſt ſuche- loathſome cteatures; 
and then hee remembzed, that to dye amongſt they, 
and to bee caſt ouer-bw\zde, bis  AncKle ſhoylb E. yeuer 
bere of his deathe ,, noz anye of his, frendes knowe 
where bg was become *. and. dying in that place ,: and 
laying there his bones, if mighte. bee knowen-to his 
Unckle , and notifyed. to the. Coſt of bys friendes.;.but 
better happe came fo him than he loked foz, and foz- 
Fn0ps nawe beganne tfobee fauourable, that longhad hg 
fed in, Ng . ; 

After ' the deparfu 's of theſe 'bicke. Creatures, 
there came to the houſe where Narbonus lay,.a Per- 
chaunte , who. was -readye -fo take Shippe fraughs 
ted to vienns ,, and. ftapde but, euen foz. the nexte 
Ayde.,. 

Talking of ſome matters , N Narbonus. pnderſtoods | 
thaf hee was of Vienna, and alſo knewe his Unckle, 
and therefoze offered willingly if hee woulde , to goe 
in bys Shippe , to whiche greate courteſte Narbonus 
made. no denyall, but ſemed the beſt contented man 
lining .. Lhe appoynfed, houre nowe,come , and all 
thinges in readyneſſe. ,.. 'they wayed their Anckours, 
and boyſed. vp theyz: Daples.; ; the. -winde, filled. theyz 
Sayles with'a ſwefe ſofte gale , and. the. Seas ſees 
med very fauourable fo. franell on » vet. Narbonus 
was verye fearefull ,. and hee doubted areately of bis 
paſſage: foz beting frong and luſtie , at. big comming 
ouer, and yet. ertreame ſicke , bee thought. nowe bees 
ing ſo weake, that hee. mult. needes dye ; but he was 
ſo weake., that the Dea coulde nof make him ſicke, 
biit hee thaf in fife bayes befoze faſted.no meates, began 
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Saying -fowards his deſired home, as many ſund2ie 
cogitations: affayled him , as he thought there were 
Starres in the Skie, he 'remembzed his dere Unckle, 
and the: pitifull wozdes he woulde vſe to him when he 
came home : he maruelled whether he would be perples 
red, ſeing him fo miſerable, o2 reiopce of his ſafe re 
furne ;how he would diſgeft the diſcourteſte of his Cap 
taine, and the harddealing with him, that ſhewed him (9 
fairea'face in the time of p3oſperitie, but regarded him 
not dzowned in adyerſitie, Then he maru elled that Phe- 
mocles neyther ſente letter to him, noz certified him by 
any meſſenger, doybfing him to be bat fickle, and frend 
infelicitie, vnſtedfat,and vnſkayer,fleting from him in 
this vnfoztunate time, and gining him over, when hee 
niolt needed his help, donbting their fozmer pzoctedings, 
and mutuall amifte, fo be dzowned in the flond of fo2get- 
falneſe,and put into euerlafting obliujon,he being in ſe- 
curitie, and the other in calamitte ;' miſfruſting thoſe 
faithfall vowes, and enfire embzacings, woulde be left 
without liking, and conueyed into'curiouſnefſe: Then 
blamed he himſelfe fo2 invging fo hardly of his freend, 
and. condemning him without any pzofe that had not 
pet fallifyed bis fidelitie , noz violated his honeſtie ;. 
Lhen remembzed he the imbzacings at their meetings, 
that ſhonld enterchangeably paſſe from one fv the 0- 
ther, and the pzetie phzaſes that ſhoulde be vſed be- 
twene them, wonld burne their boyling b2eaftes, and 
enflame their frying fancies, to poſſeſſe that place of p2t- 
uiledge , poſſeſſed befoze by them : maſing whether 
Phemocles woulde moſt reioyce, oz he bee moſt glad : foz 
that the one was fozced by his father , the other con- 
ſtreyned nof with his owne conſente : then he. imagi- 
ned how they ſhoulde dyet their affections, and vſe their 
amitie, ſo as they might nener be wgerie of their lone, 
but make it ſeme freſh, as at the firſt, 
Amongſt other his .caniiling conitafions, and fonds 
fancies that thus aſapled him, Fidelia was neither foz- 
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gotffen, noz onf of the namber.: But if the truth were 
_ Kknowen, her name called firſt in queſtion , happite 
whither abſence had pzocured diſlikinge , and-choyce 
had beene made of ſach as were no inchers, buf would 
fficke to their tacklinges , and fadelike- enery froff, but 
bide all bzunfes , and hane. a ſhade foz enery ſhowze, 
and a ſalue foz euery (oze : then feared hee her ſecrecie, 
and doubted ſhe was ſo cloſe as a Dine, that it was 
knowen fo her Father , and ſo mighte hinder their pze- 
tence; the inconuentence that might bee gotten theres 
by , and the pzeindicialitie it nright pzocure; foz as it 
was hote with one hande, ſo might it bee coled with ons 
Carde : then he muſedon the mariage day,and the ſolem- 
nizing therof, the conrfous crue that ſhould bee innited, 
and their paſſaunces in pleaſure, with the celebzationof 
their foztunate fidelitte , lincked in the bandes of amitie, 
determined the time , and the place : dzowned almoſt in 
theſe cogitfations , and wallowing in the fits of his fancy, 
new ſupplyes alwayes aſſayled him ,-and contrary came 
in their places, like the water bubble in a raynte day, 03 
when the weather is ſefled fo raine , one dieth and an 0s 
ther riſeth in that place: oz like the 'Vane in a winfers 
night , when the weather is warme , when the Clowdes 
rocke a pace , and paſſe faſf ouer her :; now is ſhe hidden, 
and then ſheweth her ſelfe againe ; D2 like as when an 
armie marcheth by, oz paſſeth a longe : ſome goe al wates 
bie,and others poſſeffe their places: oz like to the running 
ofa ſoffe Riner, oz the paſſinge of a narrow floud that 
runneth ſwifte : o2 like the walſowing waters,fumbling 
and roulinge, one ſtraight after the other, neuer ſtayinge 
fill they beate on the Beache , oz hit againſt the harve 
Rockes:Dz like a great flocke of ſhepe runninge though 
g narrow Lane , oz paſſinge foozth of ſome gate , ſo faſk 
as ſome runne bie, others are in their places : ſo fared 
his fancies, and ſo wauered they : ſo ranne they fozward, 
and ſo neuer ſtayed they longe vpon one poynte : but by 
how much the moze his ſences were elenated with theſe 
E it contrary 
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contrary cogitations, by ſo much the moze was the tedis 
ouſnes of that toyling trauaile ſhoztned:l wimming thus 
as well in the waues of his will , as in the waters of his 
withes : in the floudes of his conceyued felicitie , as in 
tbe Scaof ſecuritie, and in the affections of his fancies , 
as in his ſhakinge Sbip : bee cſpied atlength the ſhoare 
of his ſafegarde, and the Yauen ofhis happineſſe :theg 
Iozte of his p;ide, and the arriuinge place of his refte ; 
Now be behelde ven at the full, and diſcerned the 
ſight of the whole Towne ; then lookinge on his vile ap- 
varrcll, and his tozne-ragges : the vncleaneſſe of his 
cloathes,and the filthines of his face ; the chaunge of his 
countenaunce., and the complexion concetned of his pll 
dyct: knew not whether to goe pzefently into the towne 
o2 ſtay till the ſhadowie night appzoched:o2 if he ſhould ſo 
goe to his Unckles bonſe,to put a Uiſour befoze his face; 
if bee Gould nof finde hts Ulnckle at home ,to make him 
knowen fo the ſeruaunfes o2 not : if bee ſhould make 
him ſelfe knowen, his Unckle not there, they would bee 
ſozowfull,not knowing hew to belpe him : : and if not fell 
who hee were , thcy would not receine him beeinge ſo 
ragged a coult,4 ſo like a roge : dyringe the counterbuffe 
of theſe crolſfe cogitations , and abidinge the metinge of 
theſe flowing fancies, the Ship th2utff to the ſhoare, and 
came to the landinge place : by this ftme the Sunne had 
ſeduced bim ſelfe to the inferiour partes of the earth, and 
cleane out of their ſight an houre beefoze, Narbonus 
then treadinge his ſteppes on moze firme ground, than 
not longe beefoze hee could, came directly to his Uinckles 
houſe, where entering in, found the Tables couered, 
bis Unckle ready fo ſit down, to whom he did hisductiful 
obedience, and bſed ſuch courteſio as hee beff thought, 
| Henricus ſfared earneſtly on him , and looked longs 
befoze bee knew him : but percetuinge it to bee his 
Nephew,and nof any other man ,1mbzaced him ſo hard, 
as it hee ſhould neuer haue ſcene him agayne, ſaying ; 
Alas Narbonus , with tricklinge teares , and wafry

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epes, how harve bath foztune dealt with thee 2 and how

ued of diſpaire,and certified of ſafety : When declared hee

With this repozf, he ſet Phemocles inthe my2z--vpto the -
